Lethbridge Citadel Band to 
be Present; Adjutant Cartmell 
to be Guest Speaker. 

On Sunday, April 29, the Salva¬ 
tion Army is celebrating its 30th 
anniversary since its commence¬ 
ment in the Pass. The Lethbridge 
Citadel band will arrive Saturday 
evening and will be present all day 
Sunday, with Adjutant Cartmell as 
guest speaker. 

On April 15, 1915, the Salvation 
Army opened fire in Coleman. 
Dawned in brilliant red caps, Cap¬ 
tain J. Acton (now commander of 
Newfoundland) and Lieut. T.Mun- 
dy (D.C. of Manitoba), from To¬ 
ronto, presented a strange sight to 
Coleman citizens as they stepped 
on to the station platform. For 
many this was the first time the 
Salvation Army had been seen. 
Possibly some thought the Red 
army had arrived. 

The first meetings were held in 
the old motion picture theatre and 
later in the bar room of the old 
Empire hotel. It was then a very 
poor building. The officers set to 
work, cleared out the old bar with 
its foot rail, bored holes in the 
floor for water to escape and then 
turned the hose on it and cleaned 
it out. The meetings soon proved 
that blessings would come from 
above, for every time it rained the 
roof leaked and poured down into 
the converted bar room. 

Later, the 197th Battalion occu¬ 
pied rooms upstairs as a temporary 
barracks. What a din was made as 
scores of men paced the floor im¬ 
mediately above the heads of the 
congregations. This was endured, 
or rather suffered, for 18 months, 
then it was thought possible that 
the Army might build a hall of its

Addressed Citizens 
In Victory Loan Sally 


To Organize 
Fish And dame 
Association Here 


With the RCAF in Italy.—Of his 
30 operational trips logged to 
date, PO John Goldring, of Cole¬ 
man, Alberta, and Nanaimo, BC, 
rates two missions carried out 
against heavy flak opposition as 
most exciting. Goldring is rear- 
gunner in a RAF Liberator engag¬ 
ed in slashing German targets in 
northern Italy, the Balkans and 
Yugoslavia. 

“We were plastering German col¬ 
umns retreating to the hills,” he 
said, “while Jerry anti-aircraft 
gunners below were working trig¬ 
ger-fingers numb in a frantic at¬ 
tempt to keep us out of acurate 
bombing range. I was feeling a bit 
sorry for the harried Huns until a 
dirty burst of flak exploded just 
under my turret. Then I forgot all 
about the Jerry. We came out of 
the encounter with a fair hunk tom 
out of the Lib’s right tail fin by 
a piece of shrapnel. Luckily the 
worst I got out of it was a severe 
shaking.” 

The other close shave was when 
the airfield at Szambathely, near 
Budapest, was still occupied by the 
Germans. “We bombed hell out of 
the drome,” he recalled “but not 
without a couple of aircraft in our 
formation suffering serious dam¬ 
age from the terrific flak barrage 
sent up by enemy ack-ack crews.” 

Member of a crew that falls one 
short of being an all-RCAF gath¬ 
ering, the 22-year-old “tail-end- 
Charlie” opened his operational 
tour on Halifaxes from a base in 
England. His crew, who have 
flown together since operational 
training days in the UK, subse¬ 
quently headed a Halifax for the 
Middle East and converted to 
Liberators, joining their present 
squadron six months later. Bridge- 
busting missions, attacks on mar¬ 
shalling yards and supply drops to 
Yugoslav Partisans have figured 
prominently in missions carried out 
by Goldring’s crew. 


Films Showed Actual War 
Scenes; Well Received by 
Almost Capacity Audience. 

On Sunday evening in the Palace 
theatre SL Reevie Walker, DFC 
and bar, addressed a near capacity 
audience in behalf of the Coleman 
Victory Loan committee. 

SL Walker gave figures on the 
cost of huge bombing planes and 
the fuel necessary to keep them 
flying. He also quoted figures on 
the cost of the average airman’s 
clothing and equipment and ex¬ 
plained why it was necessary that 
the money should be forthcoming 
in putting this Eighth Victory Loan 
over the top. 

SL Walker had addressed Victory 
Loan rallies at both BLairmore and 
Bellevue and had been very well 
received by fairly good crowds. 

The second speaker at the local 
theatre Sunday evening was Mr. 
Nick Alexewich, provincial organ¬ 
izer of the Ukrainian-Canadian 
Association with headquarters at 
Edmonton. Mr. Alexewich had been 
paying an official visit to the local 
branch of the association and his 
services were welcomed by the lo¬ 
cal War Finance Committee. Mr. 
Alexewich spoke five minutes to 
the audience in the Ukrainian lan¬ 
guage and told those who could 
understand the language the neces¬ 
sity of buying bonds during the 
Eighth Victory Loan campaign. 

Thanks was expressed to Mrs. 
Wm.’ Cole for her co-operation in 
loaning the theatre and its facilities 
to the local committee and also to 
the theatre staff, Miss Jean Jack- 
son and Messrs. R. Shone and 
George Dibblee, for their co-opera¬ 
tion in helping to put on the show. 

The films were exceptionally 
good and showed the enormous 
work that went into preparation 
for the attack on Normandy, the 
vicious fight to win footholds on the 
French shore and various cam¬ 
paigns that eventually won for the 
Allies the greater part of France 
and part of Belgium.

Not Discouraged 

The fight of Pincher Creek and Crows’ Nest Pass 
organizations to have the provincial government 
take greater interest in the highways through this 
section of the province, and particularly Number 3 
highway, which is in an atrocious condition and 
should be hardsurfaced, is finding favor with citizens 
generally.

Nurses’ aides recommended as 
suitable by the St. John Ambulance 
nursing division or the Canadian 
Red Cross Society, and accepting 
employment in hospitals or with 
the Victorian Order of Nurses, are 
now eligible for the same benefits 
extended to graduate nurses. 

These benefits include transpor¬ 
tation to the place of employment 
and return transportation if re¬ 
maining with the hospital for two 
months or longer, payment in lieu 
of wages for time lost owing to 
travel at the rate of forty cents 
per hour on the basis of an eight- 
hour day and six-day week for the 
time spent in travelling to the place 
of employment, separation allow¬ 
ance if required to live separate 
from persons who are dependent 
upon her for support, wage differ¬ 
ential allowance, temporary ad¬ 
vance for living expenses an< ^ ten! ~ 
porary advance for uniforms. These 
same benefits are applicable to 
graduate nurses accepting employ¬ 
ment with the Victorian Order of 
Nurses. 

In all cases these girls will be 
eligible for reinstatement in their 
present employment upon termina¬ 
tion of their work in hospitals. 

The, need for nurses’ ahles and 
the tangible advantages to the 
girls undertaking this work are 
many. It is also pointed out that 
women who have already embarked 
on such a career, the intangible re¬ 
wards of serving mankind and con¬ 
tributing to the alleviation of suf¬ 
fering, had given them a greater 
satisfaction than any material con¬ 
sideration.

Dear Sir: 

I am happy to have received a 
generous reward of $200 from the 
Toronto Policed Commissioners in 
connection with the hank hold-up 
at Dundas Street and Ossington 
Avenue in March of last year. At 
the same time, I feel that The 
Canadian Bankers’ Association has 
suffered unjustly in the resultant 
publicity. The implication has been 
conveyed, doubtless inadvertently, 
that the Association should have 
rewarded me. 

The facts are that I have been 
excellently dealt with by my em¬ 
ployers, The Bank of Toronto, in 
this very matter. After the hold-up 
in which I was injured my hospital¬ 
ization was paid by the Bank, I was 
given an extended leave, and my 
expenses paid on a holiday trip 
covering some three months. On 
my return, the Bank compensated 
me to the extent of $2,000 in cash. 
Following this I was promoted and 
my salary has been increased. My 
employers asked me not to give 
publicity to these rewards, but I 
feel it necessary in the present 
circumstances to mention them. 

As I have previously stated, bank 
employees are not eligible for As¬ 
sociation rewards, which are in¬ 
tended for the general public. Each
